burg, offered a Ave

ton roller for $2 884, while the Serv­ 
ice supply company, Philadelphia 
offered a new Hercules roller 
foi 
$4,120, and a re-conditioned roller 
for $1,650. 
Roller Is Needed 
Councilman Emory C. Williams 
pointed out that council spent ap­ 
proximately $300 for roller rental 
lest year and that this year rental 
charges would approximate $700. 
In the roll call on the purchase 
cl the Huber machine, Councilmen 
C. W. Epley, C. T Jacobs, William 
E. Biddle, Emory C. Williams and 
John E. Newman voted aye. while 
Councilmen C. Ray Rupp, Donald

The representative of the Huber 
company said the machine would 
be delivered here within a week oi 
ten days.

Asks Armory 
Lieutenant Ralph Deatrick, com­ 
mander of the 105th motor repair 
section, 28th division train.

Lytton Budder, prominent artist 
and native of Gettysburg, died In 
the General hospital, Ion Angeles, 
California. Friday, April 5, accord­ 
ing to word received by friends here 
today. 
In 
accordance with Mr. 
Buohler's wishes, his body was cre­ 
mated. and the remains will be 
brought to Gettysburg later 
for 
burial in Evergreen cemetery. 
Mr Budder was born in Gettys­ 
burg. a son of Mrs. Henrietta Briggs 
Bladder and the late Luther M.

FIFTY VEIRS AGO 
Disastrous Fire.—The Drug and 
Book store of A. D. Buehler and 
company, this place, was destroyed 
by fire on Tuesday night, or rather 
early Wednesday morning. 
About 
one o'clock a. rn. Policemen Myers 
and Rupp had their attention a r­ 
rested by sparks issuing from the 
chimney of the residence 
of 
Mr. 
Buehler, and on investigation found 
the store on Are. The family was at 
once aroused 
and

men rushed to the engine house for 
the hose carnage. As soon as pos­ 
sible 
the 
hose was attached to a 
fire plug fed from the main reser­ 
voir supply pipe. and the work of 
battling with the flames began. 
As 
soon as the smoke cleared away, it 
was found that the fire had not 
gotten beyond the store room. But 
this was a thorough wreck, counters, 
shelves, bottles, drugs, books, etc., 
being a mass of ruins. Some of the 
books and 
other articles in cases 
were not burned, but much damaged 
by heat and smoke. 
The firm estim ates their loss on 
stock at over $5,000, on which they 
had an insurance of $3,500—$2,000 
in the Adams County Mutual com 
pany and $1,500 in 
the 
Farm ers’ 
company, of York. 
The day books 
and 
ledgers, 
prescriptions, 
and 
other 
papers 
were 
all 
either 
burned or badly charred as to be of 
little service. 
The origin of the 
Are is a mystery. The senior p art­ 
ner had closed up the store between 
nine and ten o'clock and remained 
in his room immediately over the 
store room reading 
until about ll 
o’clock, when he 
retired 
for 
the 
night. 
The damage to the 
building is 
comparatively slight, in view of the 
serious 
character 
of the fire, and 
will probably not exceed $300, fully 
covered by insurance on a Phila­ 
delphia company. 
“Buehler's Drug Store” has long 
been one of the institutions of the 
town 
Started in 1824 by the late 
Samuel H. Buehler (father of the 
senior member of the present firm), 
for over sixty years it has been a 
well known business house, and by 
reason of the relations of the pro­ 
prietors to the college and seminary, 
for many years it has been a place 
in which men of

It was thus th a t I have found so many of my favorites—Gissing, H ud­ 
son, Hearn. Fairless—and now, Alexander Sm ith s "Dream thorp.” 
I owe 
it to Christopher Morley, whose delightful writings are forever introduc­ 
ing one to new friends, as well as to new worlds. 
I hunted high and low 
for even a reading copy, and then, by the m erest chance, saw in a book 
catalog the listed first edition of "D ream thorp.” 
I immediately ordered 
it, received it, and went to my reading lair to devour it! 
Have you ever traveled long through the forest, or through rough 
country, suddenly to come upon a peace stream whose green banks seemed 
like Paradise? Well, th at is w hat "D ream thorp.” the book, seemed to me. 
Dream thorp was an old town, probably somewhere in England, so very 
old—Just a few people left in the village—but it breathed peace and beau­ 
ty, and so the author decided to spend the rest of his days there, as the 
story goes 
And there he wrote. 
Alexander Sm ith was born in Kilmarnock, Scotland, about a hundred 
years ago, and he died whorl he was hardly more than grown up—a t the 
age of 36. His lovely "D ream thorp'’ was published in 1863. It is a little 
I rook of essays with the title as the first. The second essay is on the w rit­ 
ing of essays and is one of the finest things I have ever read on the sub­ 
ject. And in the book, as he talks about Lamb and Hazlitt. and others, it 
appeared to me that in Sm ith was the eternal spirit of both—merely car­ 
rying on, in the same beautiful fashion as do all immortals like them. 
You, who love beauty in words and thought. I hope th a t you read 
"Dream thorp.” 
I hope your library has it, or th a t you can discover it 
somewhere in a bookstore, for I believe a recent edition has been 
printed. 
Why should we bother, of worry about death when we are convinced 
of life by such eternal minds as those of Smith. Lnmb, Hazlitt. Emerson. 
Thoreau, Shakespeare and W hitm an? 
Are they not a part of the very 
atmosphere which we now breathe? 
Do they not emphasize life for us?
